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Governors' Committee Passes 
Pians For New Student Centre

TORONTO. (CUP) — The re- 
prcscQtatiyes of 136 Canadian and 
Foreign companies converged on 
ttio University of Toronto campus 
last weclc in a co-ordinated searcti 
for new employees. Ail told, over 
four tliousand interviews were 
held with fourth year and grad- 
uate students in Eosinecrlng and 
Science- 
Engineering lectures were can- 
ceiled, and the classrooms were 
used by the canvassers. This plan, 
conceived two years ago, is con- 
sidered à great Improvement over 
past processes. In the past, class- 
rooms were half-empty whenever 
a particular company was inter- 
viewing, and much more lecture 
■ time was lost, 

McGill initiated the same prog- 
ram shortly after the' University 
of Toronto, and over 100 compa- 
nies took part this year. 

The key to the new program is 
the emphasis on student research 
into the various companies. Univ- 
ersity. Placement Bureau obtain 
'all the available data on the com- 
panies and place it at the disposal 
of the student. When the time 
comes to apply for Interviews, the 
students arc aware of which com- 
panies they are most interested 
in, and the entire procedure is 
simplified. 

Under this system, employers 
need not fear that rival organiza- 
tions have reached the top stud- 
ents first They are also not in 
a position to be strung along 
by a student waiting for a better 
offer. On the other hand, the 
student also benefits, for be can 
survey the entire field and choose 
the company best suited to his 
needs and qualifications.

If the Board of Governort 
approves them in their meetbig 
of Feb- 8 tenders for the actual 
construction can be called for at 
once. 

FiNANCiNC 

With regard to . financing the 
project, Smith said that the Stud- 
ents'' Committee feels that the 
money- will come from the Fed- 
eral grants which we seem to be 
on the verge of receiving. The 
Governors have previously stated 
that the new students' centre 
project was to receive top prior- 
ity. • 

Speaking of this particular plan 
Smith said. "We have been wait- 
ing thirty long years for this 
set of plans... I see no reason 
why it shouldn't be one hundred 
percent acceptable." Smith went 
on to point out that once build- 
ing was started the new Union 
would be completed within nine 
months, . • • 

PROPOSED SITE 

The site of the building will be 
the south east comer of Milton 
and University streets. This loca- 
tion was approved by the Board 
of Governors last fall The pro- 
posed Union is a four story struc- 
ture covering about 20.000 square 
feet- It will contain all the fea- 
tures of the present Union on a 
larger and much more modern 
scale. It will also have Improved 
washroom facilities, a soundproof 
rehearsal room, and music, read- 
ing, and sitting lounges. 

The /person who is mainly res- 
ponsible for. the progress towards 
the' neW' Union* Is Mr. -Smith; He 
took charge of the reorganized 
New Union Conunitte in the fall 
of 1058 and has been instrumental

Commenting on this, Bryce Weir. 
President of the Students' Society 
said, "On bclialf of the Students' 
Society, I would like to express 
publicly our appreciation of Stuart 
Smith's untiring and effectiva 
work as chairman of the New 
Union Committee."

Two teams of McGill deba- 
ters won in two contests lield 
by the Inter University De- 
bating', League last night 
between McGill and Bishop's 
University.^' ; 

At McGill, LcsUe Ualcovitch 
and Gordon Echenberg success- 
fully look the negative side of 
the proposal: "Resolved that the 
Canadian Government should 
take steps to curb the growing 
power of labour unions." 

At the same time, JJ. Elkin 
and Irwin Cotler upheld the af- 
firmative of the same topic at 
Bishop's. This "vns the first win 
for McGill in an Inter University 
Debating League contest at Bish- 
op's for many years, and the two 
McGill debaters . there were 
awarded a perfect score.

In the debate at Bishop's, Cot- 
ler opened McGill's argument by 
stressing, the point that unions 
should oe Illegal because they 
deprive a man of his rights to 
choose . his associates and to 
choose his employer. 

. Greater power of unions in 
negotiations forces the manage- 
ment side to concede wage In- 
creases which have a destructive 
inflationary effect, claimed Elkln, 
who wound up McGill's case. The 
McGill debaters received 100 of 
a possible 100 points, and thus 
took the debate by. a unanimous 
decision. 

At McGilirthe team of Malco^ 
vltch and Echenberg was opposed 
by Doug Brown and Paul Jones, 
who took the affirmative side. 
The debate was chaired by Peter 
White of the McGill Debating 
Union, and began with the first 
speaker for the affirmative side, 
vovg Brown. 

He began by defining the reso- 
lution, and then traced the history 
of labour unions in Canada. He 
followed this by stating that the 
power of unions Is now grovring, 
and must be checked by the Ca- 
nadian Government to prevent 
the spiral curve of inflation ruin- 
ing the Canadian economy. He 



maintained that Canada must use 
her labour pool wisely to keep her 
position. In the "economic cold 
war. 

Leslie .iMalcovitcli, a fourth- 
year Science atudenti countered 
by stating that the growth of 
unions was not out of proportion 
with the whole Canadian econo- 
my. He added that strikes are 
the only weapons unions have 
to gain a just share of higher 
profits. He also said that unions 
are adequately controlled by the 
existing law made, in 1948,- and 
added, that statistics show^the 
unions "are declining now!<''a8 the 
working force shifts from' "blue- 
collar" to "whlte-coUar!* workers. 

The second speaker for Bish- 
op's, Paul Jones, stressed the 
growing unity of labour unions 
u sho\vn by the formation of the 
Canadian^bour Congress ,five 
years^igoTRe' proposed a new bill 
which would remover American 
control of Canadian unions, for- 
bid "featherbedding",' and place 
a price ceiling on products.

VICTORIES AT U. OF T. 

. Other McGill debaters. Stuart 
Smith and Brahm Campbell, won 
a double victory at- Toronto on 
January 22 defeating Osgood Hali 
and Harthouse. 

They upheld the negative of 
the topic "Resolved that The 
United Kingdom is pushing the 
colonies to independence too 
quickly". 

Answering Osgood Hall's char- 
ge of political immaturity in the 
colonies, Campbell and Smith 
pointed out that Britain has done 
nothing to.,iffiprove the situation 
during last hau-ëémury. The na- 
tives would be better off under 
any kind of government than un- 
der the present situation in which 
they have virtually no vote. They 
added that the longer Britain re- 
mains in, the greater the pos- 
sibility of extremist elements tak- 
ing control when a government' 
finally is formed. 

Harthouse emphasized that col- 
onies economics were not viable. 
In reply, the McGill team showed 
thai any financial help Britain 
vranted to ; give „ could continue 
after independence through col* 
onial grantsv

„ The second . UniVmity Model 
United Nations^^wUl''bé'held In 
Montreal this year, from Februa- 
ry 3 to February 6. Over fifty 
universities will be represented, 
with the discussions including the 
topic of China's entry into the 
UN and other pertinent material. 

The ÙNUw was conceived last 
year by a group of Montreal stu- 
dents who felt the acute need of 
a well-informed body of students 
who could step into the world as 
able. leaders.: It was the largest 
project of its kind in North Ame- 
rica. 

Last year's meeting was attend- 
ed by over 200 delegates, each 
from a university whose country 
was represented In the UN. Pa- 
trons of that meeting were Ca- 
nada's late Minister of External 
Affairs, Sidney Smith, Prime Mi. 
nister Diefenbaker, The Hon. 
Lester/ B. Pearson and Senator 
Theodore Green of the United 
States. Embassy staffs of ' the va- . 
rious countries were here from ' 
Ottawa to advise their delegates.. 

EMPHASIS ON REALIS/y» 

This year the emphasis will'ba 
placed on further realism. Del» 

tates will hear speeches by well> 
nown international figures and 
meet them personally. There will 
be panel discussion and set meet* 
ings- to instruct the delegates as 
to the Inner workings of the Un 
and the ways in whidi it handles - 
the various problems that arise 
daily. There will be a Genera] 
Assembly, a Security Council and 
an Economic and Social Council 
where crucial problems will be 
discussed, 

DELEGATIONS 

Representing Canada will be 
delegates from McMaster, Toron- 
to, McGill, Western Ontario, Sir 
George, Loyola, Montreal and pos- 
sibly British Columbia and Mani- 
toba. Among those representing 
the United States will bo dele- 
gates from the University of Ca- 
Ufornia, West Point. Lafayette , 
and The University of New York. 

Tills year's chairman will be 
Jean Dupriez, a law student at 
llie University of Montreal. At, the 
conckision of the meeting, a dinner 
and gala bail will be given the four 
Montreal Universities. 

On the following day, the first 
jnecling of the Student United 
Nations Association in Canada will 
bo held, with plans being laid for 
the groundwork of the Association, 
which would act as the co-ordina- 
tor of all the international relations 
clubs across the country. Many 
projects, further, investigating thq 
agencies and workhig of the UN, 
are hi the pkuming stage of tht 
Association.

He has done this by 
imposing the compulsory humanities continuation, broad- 
ening the curriculum, and by eliminating haphazard 
choice of courses. In other words. Professor Kierans has 
incorporated the essential values of the liberal tradition 
in the program of the Commerce student. 

Professor Kierans has a challenging task ahead of 
him. He will accept his responsibilities with the same 
zest sia he showed so very well in his administration of 
the School of Commerce. He brings to the Exchanges a 
breadth of interest aa exemplified in both his business 
and professional activities, and a fine appreciation 'of- 
national and international developments on the political" 
and economic scene. 

We wisli Profes.sor Kierans every .success^ in h'is 
new undertaking. We can only sum up the feelings of 
the Professor in his own words, "When has any age re- 
quired a greater maturity of thought and action from 
young men and women? There is for each one of us — 
■a challenge, somewhere." 

We, as students; are .sorry to lose the services of a 
fine teacher but WeVare pleased to note that Professor 
Kierans plans to maintain his close association with the 
School of Commerce and McGill by remaining a member 
of the Commerce Advisory Council.
